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Yes, there is an alternative to 
the Maastricht Treaty! 


With the Maastricht Treaty in tatters, the Citizens of Europe are 
waking up to the real issues and demanding a better way forward for 
European cooperation! 


Ordinary people all over 
Europe are becoming disillu- 
sioned with the performance 
of the E.E.C and _ increas- 
ingly impatient with the poli- 
ticians who have been pro- 
moting deeper European in- 
tegeration when the unifica- 
tion we have so far is clearly 
failing to deiiver the pro- 
mised benefits. 

If something is not work- 
ing, then more of the same is 
unlikely to put things right. 
This is the commonsense 
conclusion of ordinary peo- 
ple. What is more, these 
people are increasingly fed- 
up with being manipulated 
by short sighted politicians 
who have been promoting 
this anti-democratic form of 
European union without seri- 
ous consultation. 

So why has the Maastricht 
Treaty has become a focus 
for ditontent for many in- 
dividuals and interest groups 
all over the EE.C? The a 
major reasons for discontent 
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can be summarised as follows. 


REASONS WHY 

1. They don’t believe that the voting of 
more powers to the bureaucrats in Brussels 
(the European Commission) will produce 
improvements in local economic conditions. 

2. They see the supposed government of 
the European Union (the Council of Minis- 
ters) is unimpressive in working to produce 
effective action in handling external issues 
like Bosnia. 


GOVERNMENT TAKEOVER 

3. The Council of Ministers is proving 
even more incompetent in controlling its 
own Civil Service, the Commission, which 
is fast taking over the real government of 
Europe 

4. Ordinary people see the European 
Parliament revealed as a distant debating 
society, 320km/200miles away from the real 
government in Brussels. M.E.Ps are 
demanding more powers for the European 
Parliament to control that government which 
only that same government could give them, 
and why should they? 

5. Banks and big business in Germany are 
no longer in favour of Maastricht because of 
the uneven economic performance of the 
different countries. They know that treating 
all these countries the same would cost them 
large amounts of money. 

6 Smaller businesses are being crippled 
by the weight of Euro-regulation. They see 
Export documentation being removed but 


replaced by more tax forms to complete and 
more euro-regulations to comply with. 

7. Ordinary people can see Agriculture 
and Fisheries continue to descend into chaos 
with no sign of earned prosperity or lower 
prices in the shops. 

8. They hear of appalling fraud carried out 
by dishonest farmers and massive waste 
carried out by bungling bureaucrats. This is 
shown by the E.E.C bureaucracy spending 
more in investigating fraud than it has 
recovered. On the other hand they see lavish 
events to promote European Union which 
are paid for out of their own taxes. 


INDIVIDUAL RIGHTS 

9. Awareness is growing among ordinary 
citizens of the threat to individual human 
rights and parliamentary democracy in the 
new state of the European Union which has 
no constitution and no Bill of Rights. 

10. Citizens are demanding a society that 
does not make a god of money and 
economic growth and which improves the 
quality of life and the environment in which 
it is lived. 

11. Citizens are demanding a return to 
smaller economic and political units under 
an umbrella of a European superstructure 
that provides external and internal security 
and which guarantees individual human and 
political rights. 

The ordinary people of Europe are on the 
march and the following document is the 
manifesto of the Citizens Initiative and the 
basis for a European Constitution.

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CITIZENS INITIATIVE FOR A EUROPEAN CONSTITUTION 
INSTEAD OF THE MASSTRICHT TREATY 


Manifesto for Democratic Renewal and for a European Constitution 


A new political and social era has begun. We 
are witnessing the initial phase of the unification of 
Europe.The process of European union, however, 
has barely begun yet it is already hampered by 
setbacks. The reasons for these setbacks reside in 
fundamentally flawed concepts as to the paths taken 
towards unification and the fundamentally flawed 
concept for a structure of a unified Europe. 

The path chosen is one of legislature and 
decision making by an elite. This is the wrong road 
to take. It is the road towards a unification of 
Europe from the top. The wrong concept for a 
united Europe is the centralised European Union as 
per Masstricht, a Europe of the ‘Furhers’. The 
wrong path towards a united Europe is one which 
passes over the heads of its citizens. It is equally 
wrong to “‘manipulate illusions of a wonderful 
future for a dumb populace’’ as our politicians have 
been wont to do. 


CONSTITUTIONAL REQUIREMENTS 


1. We need a democratic and political renewal. 

2. We need a change from a politicians’ and 
parties’ democracy to a citizens democracy. 

3. We need politicians who are in tune with the 
times. 

4. We need more women politicians and stronger 
participation of women in political life. 

5. We need further decentralisation and democrati- 
sation of political decision-making in the true sense 
of democracy. 

6. We need more and better protected party- 
political democracy, particularly regarding selection 
of candidates. 

7. We need a constitutional renewal which will 
prevent the political monopoly of party politics and 
safeguard the founding of a citizens’ initiative, and 
new patties, and their participation in political life. 

8. We need a unification of Europe which is not 
only built from the top down but also from the 
bottom up, in order to ensure that the individual can 
identify with it . 

9. We need a unified Europe which is brought into 
being by democratic ways and means. 

10. We need a Unification of Europe with a 


democratic constitution which enshrines the per- 
sonal and political Rights of the individual, brought 
up to date to respond to the demands of the 90’s 
and incorporating the possibilities of the next 
century; a unified Europe whose guaranteed protec- 
tion of Rights is an international example to all and 
whose concrete democratic process give it a decided 
lead with regard to the active participation of the 
population in political life. 

11. We need a unified Europe organised on a 
decentralised basis in which decisions are taken on 
a decentralised basis, permitting political activity 
for all, including minorities. 

12. We need a unified Europe which will hold an 
international record with regard to its protection of 
minorities and which will be a Europe of unified 
cultures of equal status. 

13. We need a unified Europe in which all nations 
take part without duress or manipulation, but can 
also leave under specified conditions; a unified 
Europe in which none of the participating cultures 
or nations are tied or which are prevented from 
leaving. 

14. We need to be conscious of the fact that the 
construction of a unified Europe is a huge political, 
economic and cultural experiment; for this reason 
we must allow each culture and each nation to 
discontinue this experiment according to their own 
judgement and to leave the unified Europe. We 
must provide the opportunity for each culture and 
each nation to choose the speed at which specific 
components of a unified Europe are realised. The 
terms for this must be agreed at the outset of the 
toad to a unified Europe. 

15. In its initial phase, a unified Europe should 
constitute a confederation of European states. The 
further development of a bureaucratic state should 
only continue in as far as it is desired by the 
population of some or all member states. The option 
should remain open, that some member states may 
conjoin in a federal state within the confederation 
of states. 

16. A unified Europe should not primarily be 
constructed from an economic but a cultural 
perspective, with economic, social and _ financial 


perspectives of internal and external politics being 
subordinated in the initial phase of a unified 
Europe. The long term and all-embracing improve- 
ment in the quality of life should be the primary 
goal of a unified Europe. 

17. Unified Europe should construct its economy 
on a free market basis with a minimum of state 
intervention, in as far as this will enable it to 
achieve its primary goal. Private property and 
means of production should be constitutionally 
protected. Economic growth should be fostered in 
the extent to which it supports the primary goal of 
Unified Europe. 

18. Unified Europe should have a currency which 
is internally and externally stable and protected 
from devaluation by responsible and qualified 
institutions. 

19. Unified Europe should make an active and 
long-term contribution to the reconstruction of 
Eastern Europe. This contribution should, bearing in 
mind the prospective participation of Eastern Euro- 
pen states in a unified Europe, be constructed in 
such a way that the long-term objective, the 
all-embracing improvement in the quality of life, 
may be achieved. 

20. Environmental protection should ie fostered 
on equal terms with economic growth, both being 
subordinate to the primary goal of a unified Europe. 
Economic growth and environmental protection are 
to be reconciled. In support of such environmental 
protection, state guaranteed Rights for animals and 
plants should be included in the constitution of the 
unified Europe, its member states as well as its 
regions and provinces. This should be realised to 
the extent to which citizens affirm this via 
democratic processes. 

21. The development of each culture within a 
unified Europe should be fostered on equal terms 
with economic growth and environmental protection 
and be similarly subordinate to the primary objec- 
tive of unified Europe. This is to bring about a 
reconciliation between economic growth, environ- 
mental protection and cultural independence. The 
constitution of a unified Europe should allow for a 
parliamentary chamber of regional and provincial 
representatives of the various cultures. The chamber 
should have right of participation in legislature. 

22. Unified Europe should make an active and 
long-term contribution to the development of 
economy, environment and culture of the third- 





world countries. This contribution should aim at the 
long-term and all-embracing improvement of the 
quality of life for the population of such states and 
offer them concrete long-term prospects. The 
individual projects should be carried out on a 
partnership and long-term basis, deemed complete 
only when the indigenous partners are able to 
conduct, maintain and replicate such projects with 
their own expertise. 

23. The constitution of a unified Europe should 
build on a 5-level construction to be realised 
according to status quo and decisions of citizens in 
each member state at lower levels and various time 
intervals. These steps are respectively the European 
level, level of member or nation state, level of 
region or province, level of districts and level of 
community. 

24. The constitution of a unified Europe must 
stipulate that authority of state resides in its 
population and ensure separation of powers between 
the instruments of legislature, executive and judici- 
ary. This constitution should furthermore stipulate 
that each unit at lower levels be regulated by their 
own constitution and that unified Europe, member 
states and regions and provinces should have their 
own constitutional courts. 

25. The constitution of unified Europe should 
grant its citizens Right of Initiative for political 
decisions and legislature; it should ensure that 10% 
of its citizens with voting rights in one member 
state can initiate a referendum on a specified topic 
in the whole of Europe. This should bring demo- 
cracy closer to the individual and provide fairer 
options on participation rights to smaller member 
states. 

26. The constitution of unified Europe should 
set-up an independent branch of the judiciary to 
pronounce judgement on cases of offence or crime 
against its citizens. These special courts should be 
allocated a specific public prosecutor’s office. It 
is to ensue a balanced definition of laws and their 
enforcement, particularly ensuring that false accusa- 
tions or false witness be severely punished and that 
an individual be deemed innocent until proven 
guilty by this court of law.

After the danish referendum on Maastricht in 1992 EC president Jacques Delors ordered a 
study with the purpose to find ways of improving the EC’s image.The macabre results were 
presented to the media and the public this week.

In this recent 
scandal the EC has shown in anticipation of the ratification of Maastricht what many 
suspecting citizens of Europa have expected : The EC-commission, which is not elected by the 
citizens of Europe but appointed by the governments, is considering they are the center of all 
power in Europe. Their hunger for more and more power will also not be satisfied by the 
Maastncht treaty after which 80% of the original legislative power will be transfered from our 
elected national parliaments to the EC-Council of the leaders and the EC-Commission. 


The Maastricht Treaty transfers that much more power to the EC-leaders and the 
EC-commissars that democracy will be over in our 12 countries ! The Kuropean Union 
of Maastricht is designed to be a dictatorship of our leaders and of the commmissars ! [T 
1S A COUP DETAT !! It means the 12 EC-leaders and the EC-commissars will make 
80% of our laws in the future with no effective democratic control. 


Any European country which is as undemocratic as the EC would never be accepted as 
member in the EC!
